SOVIET BALLOONS SEEN OVER ARCTIC 

HELSINKI, Finland - Strange balloons 
have begun to appear high in the skv 
over Soviet territory above the Arctic 
Circle. Several have been sighted 
from various points on the Finnish side 
The balloons are described as "very 
large" and are evidently attached to 
the ground by long oables. They are 
almost stationary, only moving back & 
forth with the wind. 

The sightings have been made at wide 
intervale along a stretch of hundreds 
of miles through frozen wilds. 

Military ei^erts guess the balloons are 
either used in connection with aircraft 
or missile operations^ or as lookout 
posts for Red border ^lards.
